О NOW you're all settled in your seats, with the 
hippodrome track cleared of its last hurrying patrons, the 
"juice joint" vendors shouting the fact that it's a hot 

afternoon, or night, and that you should have "tha-a-a-at 
с-0-0-0-0-1 lemonade.” Soon will come the blare of a bugle 
Írom over there beside the bandstand. "Then, flooding into the 
big top will march the multicolored spectacle that is known 
in the circus world as “tournament’”—an opening procession 
displaying the tremendous circus personnel of people and 
animals and bespangled costumery. And following this, to the 
uninterrupted music of the band, the whistle of the equestrian 
director, the thud of hoofs, the tooting melody of the calliope 
and the roaring and grunting vocalizations of the menagerie 
performers, the tremendous program will unfold before vou. 
You will enjoy it—if you do not, then something of romance 
has gone from you, for it is of romance that the circus was 
born. But I wonder if you would not 
enjoy it more if you knew some of the 
things which came to pass that this circus 
might present itself to you—the labors, the 
planning and work and effort, the 
combined thought and direction necessary 
to send a gigantic enterprise like the 
Ringling and Barnum & Bailey 
Combined Circus from city to city on its 
annual tour of America. 

To the average person, the circus 
season starts some time in the spring, 
when, full blown and freshly painted, a 
slumbering giant of amusement rouses 
itself from its winter rest and starts forth 
upon the road. The truth is vastly 
different, for, to the circus itself, that 
season started way back in the chill days 
of last December. Then it was, with 
everyone else but circus people thinking 
of skiing and sledding and Christmas 
delights, that the work began which now 
brings you the “gay, glittering, glamorous 
and glorious galaxy of fun and amusement, 
called the cir-r-r-r-cus.” 

Then it was, for instance, that Pat 
Valdo, international talent scout, started 
forth upon a journey which might 
encompass a large part of the globe. His 
job was to search throughout Europe and 
even Africa and Asia if necessary, to find 
new features which he might bring here 
for this season’s performance — strange

animals, new acts, weird people, such as 
the Ubangis or the Long-Necks which 
were a feature several seasons back. Then 
too, it was that Roland Butler, head of 
the circus press department, began to write 
new advertising copy, draw pictures and 
make new designs—for it is by the colored 
posters which cover every barn and 
billboard that a circus informs the populace 
of its many new features, and these must 
be conceived and printed months ahead, 


And it was about this time too that the costume designers 
got busy, to fashion new blankets for the elephants and camels, 
new trappings for the horses, yes and even new designs for 
things behind the circus scenes, things you may never see— 
railroad cars, wagons, the mechanical paraphernalia by which 
the circus lives. To understand what the big show accomplishes 
in moving from town to town, one must compare it to perhaps 
a tremendous department store which conducts an all-day sale, 
then packs up to its last box and bale, loads itself on a train, 
travels a hundred miles or so, arrives in a new town, sets 
up shop and is ready for business within a few hours. And 
behind all this activity, the thought and planning and 
work which go into the labors of a hard winter, the 
management, the skill, the executive ability which controls 
the minds and alertness of a traveling city full of people, is the 
genius of one man—Sam W. Gumpertz. That name to show

ID you ever see Spring walking? Well, New York has— 

and will—so long as babies are born. Spring walks down 

First Avenue and westward on 49th Street to Madison 
Square Garden each early April in the ponderous persons of 
some fifty hulking elephants—heaviest of the 800 performers 
with the Ringling Bros and Barnum & Bailey Combined 
Circus. 

Yes, Spring walks in Manhattan, for the circus officially 
proclaims the vernal season's arrival, and the elephants are 
the sign and symbol. And so it will be so long as babies are 
born and grow into children, for children are the inspiration 
and the life of the circus. And, even though there are two to 
four adults with each child in the Big Show’s audiences the 
country over, that changes the situation not at all—ior these 
adults are still children; at least, when the circus comes to town. 
And aren’t we all? 

Towards the last of March the long, silver-hued railroad 
trains of The Greatest Show on Earth leave the circus winter 
quarters at Sarasota, Florida, where, for over four months, 
five hundred men and women have been hard at work making 
the huge troupe ready for its annual spring opening in Gotham. 

Rehearsals have been called, and Madison Square Garden 
becomes mecca for the people of the big top. For weeks, newly 
engaged European acts have been disembarking from liners to 
await these rehearsals. From other countries, especially the 
Argentine, Australia, China and Japan, come more troupes of 
acrobats, aerialists, wire dancers, equilibrists and riders. From 
all parts of the United States the artists of the Big Show head 
toward the Garden, while on the circus trains, steaming 
northward from the palm fringed beaches of Florida's West 
Coast, are hundreds of other performers—artists who have 
made their winter homes near that of the circus and have 
practiced daily in the ring barns and on open air riggings on 
the sunny winter quarters lot of the show.

complete obedience, or may be responsible for any one of 
hundreds of accidents in, above and around the ring. 

Because of this tremendous responsibility, the leader of the 
circus band must be a rare combination of resourcefulness, and 
ability. Enough of a disciplinarian to make his musicians toe 
the mark under the stress of circus life, enough of a strategist 
to handle any of the myriad ticklish situations which may arise 
beneath the big top, and enough of a genius to handle the music 
of the ages and the music of the day in the same program, and 
avoid the comparisons which are proverbially odious.

ERHAPS beauty is an illusion. 

certainly it has little to do with the 

moulding of cheek bones and the length 
of noses. 

How many women go through life thinking 
that because they haven't the alabaster 
forehead of Helen and the finely chiseled 
nose of Venus they are doomed to days of 
loneliness and nights of dullness. How futile, 
how ridiculous, all this heartbreak is when 
such a little artifice, such a little care, can 
transform a face.

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Sarasota Quarters Hum With Activities as Five Hundred Workers 
Prepare Circus for Its Long Road Tour 


ID you ever wonder, as you looked over the Ringling Bros 
and Barnum & Bailey Combined Circus on the lot, what 
the wear and tear must be, with the show playing nearly 

two hundred cities each season, with its wagons, loaded heavily, 
making two trips daily—from the circus railroad trains to the 
lot and back at night—in rain, sunshine, wind and dust? 

Did it ever occur to you that the four trains themselves, even 
if they are composed of the finest of steel flat cars, stock cars, 
elephant cars and sleepers, 100 in all, and each 70 feet in length, 
had to take a lot, averaging 16,000 miles per season over plains, 
deserts, mountains and car ferries? 

And those great tents, including that big top, the world's 
largest, seating 16,000 people, and that menagerie tent, housing 
the world's largest traveling zoo. Did you marvel that all

re-making parade floats for road 
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those forty-one large and small tops, raised and lowered daily, 
at the mercy of the elements for seven months of the year, were 
not in tatters? 

And did you ask yourself why the wardrobe and trappings 
in the performance looked so clean and fresh, even if you saw 
the show toward the end of its season in some Southern city ? 

Well, if you are interested, here are some of the reasons why 
the equipment of The Greatest Show on Earth stands up so 
well: First, only the best of everything goes into it. Second, 
experts work unceasingly to. keep everything in top shape. 
Third, and this is the most important of all—everything is 
practically rebuilt at the show's winterquarters in Sarasota, 
Florida, where about 500 men and women work during part 
of November, all of December, January, February and most 
of March to accomplish this renewal. 

In the sail loft at winterquarters, 
expert sailmakers and tentmakers outfit 
the show with new canvas each year. 
Yes, the big top, the menagerie tent, 
the side show tent, the draft horse tents, 
the ring stock tent, the dressing tents, 
the cookhouse and dining tents and all 
the smaller tents are new each spring. 
Fortv-one miles of new cordage goes 
in those tents, and, as it takes 17 acres 
to hold the big show tented layout, 
there's a lot of canvas in them, too. 

'The trains are thoroughly repaired, 
refitted and painted each winter, as are 
the 267 cages and wagons and 18 power 
trucks. 

Of course, replacements must be 
made among the 400 draft horses, but, 
we're glad to say, these beauties remain 
with us many seasons, as do most of 
the 300 ring horses. 

All new wardrobe is made in the 
wardrobe department during the winter 
months, and a corps of women, experts 
all, do this artistic and exacting work. 
Countless bolts of the best materials go 
into these costumes and trappings. АП 
the jeweled elephant blankets are made 
over, too. Everything is of the best, 
guaranteed to last well throughout the 
coast-to-coast tour. 

All harness is rebuilt, most of it is 
new each spring, and that task keeps 
a lot of harness makers hopping all 
winter, for there are, at least, 700 sets 
of harness. 

Yes, the Big Show is just as busy in 
its season off the road as it is when 
it is touring. If you don't believe it, 
come to Sarasota, where the city slogan 
i “Spend a summer this winter in 
Sarasota." 

And don't forget. Thousands of 
tourists do visit the winterquarters of 
the Big Show from November until the 
last of March.

do a lot to a man. 
But it won't make a writer out of him. 

I've faced stark mad bulls, d entire herds sent intc 
elephantic jitters by a sudden unfamiliar noise—now I'm facing 
a typewriter. 

Give me the elephants. 

I have been asked to set down a few unusual facts about 
elephants. Most facts about elephants are unusual because the 
elephant is an unusual animal. There are also some unusual 
things about them that are not facts. 

Take that old bromide to the effect that elephants never forget. 
Bosh! Ап elephant's memory isn't any better than mine—and 
I'm so absent minded that it worries my wife. 

You could work an elephant every day for a year, then leave 
the show, returning a couple of months later, and that bull 
wouldn't know you from Adam, generally speaking. Of course, 
if he had an opportunity to sniff you over thoroughly, he might 
remember, or if your voice possessed some definite characteristic, 
he might recall that—but it's extremely improbable. 

Another popular fallacy is the belief that an elephant has only 
four teeth. Eight is the number, four up and four down. The 
grinding surfaces of the teeth are so closely and perfectly fitted 
together, however, that they appear to be just two wide grinders. 

I have seen teeth extracted from dead bulls that had roots 
eight inches long, so you can see that an elephant's toothache is 
a rather large pain. 

An elephant gets just one set of teeth during a life time, but 
they come early and stay late. Due to the fact that it is

impractical to raise elephants in this country, I have never had 
one younger than six months, but I have seen several at the half- 
year age that had complete sets of molars. They start to drop 
out when the elephant is around 45 years old. 

Circus elephants, almost without exception, come from India. 
The Asiatic variety trains easier and is more intelligent than the 
African. However, the midget elephants, a popular feature of 
our herd, are natives of the Dark Continent. 

Buying an elephant in India is much like buying a pair of 
socks in America. You go to the elephant hunter, tell him what 
size elephant you want and he does the rest. 

He is aided in his search by one of the oddest yet least known 
of elephant facts, namely the direct ratio existing between the 
size of an elephant's footprint and the height of the beast. The 
circumference of the front footprint is always equal to one-half 
of the height of the animal at the withers. 

And while we're on the subject of feet, did you know that 
an elephant's front feet are larger than the hind feet. The 
Indian variety has five toes per front foot and four on the rear 
feet, while the African has four in front and three behind. 

Lots of folks wonder why circus elephants are so invariably 
gentle, while their brothers in the zoo sometimes show signs of 
temperament. The answer is simple—selection. 

Circus elephants are picked for their good character and 
intelligence—the bad actors are weeded out, and sometimes 
sold to zoos, where they are confined and can do no damage. 


Circus elephants also lead a healthier, 
more normal life. Possessed of 
tremendous strength and a gargantuan 
body, an elephant needs exercise to retain 
good health. Cooped in a zoo with 
nothing to do but pick up peanuts they 
deteriorate, physically, and become 
grouchy, just as a confined human would. 
But with a show they are always on the 
go, practicing ring routines, moving 
wagons, helping load and unload the four 
big trains. 


An elephant's diet is very important. 
Two and a half tons of elephant requires 
considerable vitamins. The Ringling 
menu provides the herd with 4,500 
pounds of hay, 400 pounds of bran and 
nine bushel of oats, per 24 hours. The 
water ration varies from 1,700 gallons in 
cool weather to 3,400 gallons in 
midsummer. Some of this of course, is 
squirted aloft to fall as a cooling shower 
bath. Darn clever, us elephants. 

The individual portions per elephant 
each day includes 125 pounds of hay, 
and 45 to 65 gallons of water. The bran 
and oats are mixed with ten pounds of 
salt in a trough, and each diner gets six 
shovels full of the resultant mixture. 

Most people could take a lesson in 
eating technique from these animals. 
They chew everything thoroughly and 
eat very slowly. As an experiment last 
year, I gave a loaf of bread to each of 
ten members of the herd, and timed them 
as they ate. It took these huge animals 
anywhere from 22 seconds to one minute 
and 25 seconds to chew and swallow the 
loaf. 

To skip lightly from one end of the 
elephant to the other, one of my greatest 
worries is protecting the tails of my 
charges. An old Hindu superstition says 
that the long coarse hairs from an 
elephant’s tail are a good luck charm. 
Woven into rings, or carried about the 
person, they are supposed to protect the 
wearer from all evil. 

Recently the superstition has spread 
to America and now we need a charm to 
protect the elephants. Nearly every day 
I catch small boys, and sometimes even 
grown-ups, yanking the tail hairs loose 
from their moorings and selling them. 
Sometimes they get as high as $5 for a 
single hair—and my elephants are getting 
bald. 

Circus elephants are, practically 
without exception, all females. This is 
for a two-fold reason. First, the female 
is smarter than the male, and learns 
quicker, and secondly because of the fact 
that every adult male elephant goes 
completely haywire for about ten days 
each year. 

Elephants are not bred in this country 
because the cost of breeding and rearing 
is prohibitive. It also calls for the 
complete isolation of the mother for six

VER since boyhood the lure of the sawdust ring has had a 
strange fascination for Robert Riggs. Everytime the 

gay wagons rumbled into Decatur, Ill., he was the first 
on the lot and the last to leave. 

One passion alone had a stronger grip on him than his love 
of the circus, and that was his love of art. It was only natural 
therefore that his two chief interests should combine, and that 
he should draw circus pictures. 

In the days that followed the annual appearance of the circus 
in Decatur, little Bobby Riggs would draw hundreds of pictures 
—circus animals, wagons, tents, acrobats—everything connected 
with or pertaining to the big top. One year, with pencil and 
paper he duplicated the entire Grand Pageant which served 
as the opening spectacle. 

Time passed and Robert Riggs went to the Art Students 
League in New York on a scholarship won in national 
competition. Came the World War, and Artist Robert Riggs 
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became Soldier Robert Riggs, with two years in the service, 
one in France. 

"My service was distinguished chiefly by the fact that during 
the entire period I never touched a gun nor heard one fired, 
much less get up to the front," he frankly comments. 

After the war he studied for six months in the Academie 
Julian, in Paris, before returning to the States to make his home 
in Philadelphia. He has remained in the Quaker City ever 
since, save for two sprees in search of subject matter, one to 
Africa and the other to Siam. 

Settled at last, Robert Riggs was once more in a position 
to gratify his love for the circus. The annual visit of the Big 
Show to Philadelphia finds him on the lot morning, noon and 
night, watching, talking with circus folk, sketching the details 
of circus equipment and costumes. The afternoons he 
systematically devotes to the study of detail, while in the 
evening he faithfully watches the performance, night after night. 


From this annual period of concentration have come such

are unloaded to haul the two hundred 
baggage wagons, which carry the tents, 
the poles, the seats, the cookhouse and 
dining department and tons of other 
paraphernalia, to the Brooklyn lot. 
Hence, when the two trains in Boston 
are loaded on Saturday night with the 
performance, the menagerie and the rest 
of the actual exhibitions, the thirty-one 
huge tents are up and ready for their 
Brooklyn arrival. Thus, the Big Show 
goes under canvas; thus, the real, 
Simon-pure tour begins, for the circus 
plays under canvas from then on until 
the band plays "Home, Sweet Home" in 
Miami or Tampa in November. 

Under canvas two more rings are 
added to the big top spread. The 
performance is larger by these two rings 
than it is in New York and Boston, for 
the buildings cannot accommodate more 
than three rings and two stages, with 
encircling hippodrome track. But the 
Ringling Bros and Barnum & Bailey big 
top, the world's largest tent, easily 
encloses five rings and two stages, with 
a larger hippodrome track. 

Real New York circus fans await the 
return of the show to Brooklyn, for it 
is their claim that the circus is only the 
circus when under canvas. These good 
friends hurry over to Brooklyn to see 
the great tents, the stir and bustle of 
the Ringling-Barnum army on the lot, 
the gay crowds on the midway approach 
to the Big Show main entrance and the 
newly arranged attractions of the 
menagerie and the main performance. 
Also, they wish to inspect the long lines 
of sleek draft horses in their canvas 
stables, and they wish to watch the scores 
of cooks and waiters making ready and 
serving meals to the 1600 people with 
the show in the huge dining tent. Then, 
too, there is the side show tent, with its 
exciting line of pictorial banners, its 
"talkers" on the boxes and its platform 
ballyhoos. Crowds pushing toward the 
ticket wagons add to the holiday spirit. 
Yes, it’s gay, exciting, thrilling—the 
Big Show on the lot in Brooklyn, just 
as it is in Philadelphia, Washington, 
Baltimore, Providence, Portland, 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Denver, San Francisco, Los Angeles and 
the cities and towns between. And, 
when the show plays a date in Danville, 
Illinois, or in San Bernardino, 
California, exactly the same performance 
is given as that upon which Brooklyn 
gazes. 

How long does the show play in this 
or that city?

HEALTH AND THE CIRCUS 


The Story of the Florence Nightingale 
Hospital of the Ringling Bros and 
Barnum €? Bailey Combined Circus

MAGINE, if you can, a hospital which from mid-April to 
mid-November travels some 15,000 miles, north, east, south 
and west, in jumps: varying from 14 to 284 miles, serving 

a traveling community of all classes and big top social castes 
of some 1,500 persons. Thats the “Florence Nightingale,” 
Number 99, the new hospital car of the “Greatest Show on 
Earth." 

The hospital car is part of a fairly complete traveling medical 
In comes the "Squadron," or first train, sometime in 
the early hours of the morning. Quickly following it is the 
second section. From this train descends the medical orderly, 
а valued aide with years of experience. Не goes to the 
grounds, sets up the medical office and gets everything ready 
for the Medical Director Dr. Joseph Bergin. 


service. 


In comes section three. And finally appears the fourth or 
performers' train where among sleeping cars named for various 
states, you will find the “Florence Nightingale," no mean 
tribute to that Crimean humanitarian. 

Car 99 is one of the finest, structurally, on the four trains. 
It is painted, like the others, a true Pullman green, with the name 
of the show in gold letters where the word "Pullman" generally 
appears. The car is of standard length, some 70 to 72 feet, 
usual for both sleepers and circus cars of all types. 


As you look at the sides of the car you wonder how you enter. 


just one of the unusual things 
about this fascinating hospital 
car is its main portal of entry 
—it's found to be on one end 
rather than on the sides.

There appears to be no door. Entry must be made at the end. 
Several feet usually devoted to vestibules is incorporated in 


* the iriterior of the car where every inch of space is needed and 


used. 


Up a short ladder you go, since the car is not attached in 
the yards to the rest of the train. In through a screen door, and 
you enter the operating and treatment room. Here you will 
meet Miss Daisy Jones, head nurse, in a white uniform with a 
black band on her assistant, who combines 


cap, and her 


nursing and Southern style cooking as a career. These two 
nurses are left in charge of the hospital when the doctor and 


his assistant maintain medical service on the grounds. 


HE interior of the car is fascinating. If you are fortunate 

enough to chat briefly with busy Mr. Sam W. Gumpertz, 
general manager of the circus and the Elisha bearing the mantle 
of the Ringling brothers, circus prophets and leaders, he will 
smile with pleasure if you like the car. And why not! He 
designed it, supervised the building in the show's shops at 
Sarasota, Fla. found a physician to put in charge of the 


existing medical department, and already has the satisfaction 
of knowing that another winning feature has been added to the 


most beloved of his amusement enterprises—a feature, this time, 
that is humanitarian. If you have an opportunity to meet 
charming and friendly Mrs. Charles Ringling, minister's 
daughter, widow of one of the five famous brothers, she will 
tell you that they have wanted the “Florence Nightingale" for 
some time. Nowhere in the show do you find anything but 
praise for it. A visitor is amazed at what has been done in 
the comparatively small space available. 

On one side of the entry, inside the car, is a linen and supply 
closet. Opposite is a wash room and shower bath. The adjacent 
operating and treatment room, small but well equipped, has 
the usual table, sterilizers, instrument cases and even an 
infra-red treatment lamp with which some dozen or more 
treatments are given a day, for sprains and sore muscles are 
inescapable in circusland's program of feats of skill and daring. 

Down the car, as in Pullman stateroom cars and in European 
passenger cars, is a corridor at the side. In the wards the passage 
is at the foot of the beds, which are placed across the car. 
Between the operating room and the wards is the doctor's 
stateroom, having a real bed and the usual comforts. 


HE three wards have three, two and three modern hospital 

beds, respectively. Special “gadgets” make it possible to 
raise the heads of the beds and make various other adjustments 
as in any good hospital. Each patient has an individual locker, 
chart board and push button for service. Wash bowls and a 
flush toilet are available; in the latter there are special 
sterilization possibilities, if needed, and the container is 
concealed in a special compartment in the “possum belly" under 
This "attic" is built as a cellar and has as vast a 
capacity as attics do in most homes “оп land." 

Next to the wards, at the other end of the car, comes the 
kitchen, planned like that in a modern city apartment. The 
nurses' boudoir is at this end of the car. 

Overhead are tanks holding some 450 gallons of water, which 
is changed daily. Lighting is by electricity. 
supplied at strategic points, assuring, with the doors and 
Heating is by portable oil

stoves; coolness, not warmth, is the usual problem in a circus 


car. 

The pleasing decorative scheme is aluminum gray and: 
purple. The wall color is aluminum. All curtains for windows 
and cubicles are purple. The cubicle curtains, as in a modern 
hospital ward, are suspended from metal frames and make it 
possible to give each bed all the privacy that is needed. 

The *Florence Nightingale," throughout leaves you with 
the impression of its simplicity, practicability, attractiveness 
and thorough planning. 

Why does a circus need a hospital car? The answer lies 
in observing the medical service “оп the lot." 

In the “back yard" the “back of the show" activities are 
carried on. Here performers have their individual or 
community dressing tents and wagons, and here they live and 
eat during the day. In easy access you will find a tent which 
is the busiest spot in the private streets of the circus—in the 
Village of Spangleland. This is the doctor's office and, in 
earlier days, some one often painted a crude "DOC" on the 
sidewall. 

The waiting room is beneath a canopy about 12 feet square, 
separated by a canvas partition from a treatment room about 
6 by 12 feet where may be seen the instrument table, cot and 
specially devised trunks for carrying medical equipment and 
supplies. Except for the lack of magazines of doubtful age and 
interest, the use of portable chairs and the circus atmosphere 
about, you might well be in any medical office, 


a medical service on the grounds is comprehensive. 

New employees are examined. The circus does not want 
to add persons with heart trouble, ruptures and contagious 
diseases, including venereal disease. So it eliminates them from 
the start. In addition to the work of the sanitary department, 
which uses army methods, and in addition to the huge sterilizing 
dish washer, which is carried on a special wagon and does 
dishes for about 4,500 meals a day, the medical officer provides 
and requires routine protection against smallpox, typhoid and 
paratyphoid fever. 

First aid service is provided to meet the needs of the twenty 
to thirty thousand daily patrons of the show, any of whom, in 
spite of precautions, might require first aid as a result of 
fainting or an accident. Safety methods galore plus the superior 
ability of circus employees to control crowds keep down the 
injuries. There are also to be remembered those racketeers who 
either fake accidents or exaggerate the slightest hurt. Here, 
for legal as well as professional reasons, the importance of 
a show physician is recognizable if only to insure fair 
play to all concerned. 


transport the patient back to a show that is making mighty jumps 
all over the country. 


ANY patients, hitherto left behind, may now remain 

"with it," under their own family doctor in their own 
community hospital; for a circus is after all only a big village. 
Certain patients will still require special hospitalization and 
consultation service beyond what the show can make available 
from its own medical resources. Here enters the professional 
judgment of the circus doctor, as in the case of any family 
physician. Inevitably the patients with serious cases must still 
stay behind. Nor can those with contagious disease be carried. 
They must remain behind in quarantine. 

Today the costs of medical service and hospitalization and 
how to meet them are always of interest. Here in the circus is 
a situation resembling that found in communities where a 
doctor has been procured and underwritten and provided with 
a suitable hospital. In the circus the augmented medical service 
is too new to have a fixed plan for meeting costs. Previously,

Since one cannot control the weather, respiratory diseases 
are one source of illness, and injuries of the athletic types— 
sprains, strains, and even fractures—form the other common 
source of indispositions. Any other type of illness, however, 
may occur, and the circus must be prepared for it. 

Here the Florence Nightingale becomes of real service. 
Previously it has been necessary to leave behind, in good hands, 
all but the mildly sick or injured. There they were, in strange 
communities, far from their tented home and friends. Car 99 
makes possible improved service at lower cost. For, in addition 
to running up heavy hospital and medical bills, the temporarily 
deserted performer, who is often an important feature in the 
program, may not return to retraining and actual work as soon 
as possible. Furthermore, it costs a great deal of money to

Furthermore, back yard life is and should be private. 
Even that erudite story hunter, Roland Butler, general 
press representative, respects the private life of this community 
in a manner not found in other amusement circles. Nor, 
interestingly enough, have circus doctors, from the late 
pioneering and beloved William Shields to the present 


incumbent, sought or even desired personal spots in the 
limelight. Theirs, they have felt, is the privilege of service. 
They have, according to professional confreres, done well. 
Great clinicians like the late Neil Hoskins of Detroit have 
even served as locum-tenens. Аз with all family doctors— 
and that's what they are—circus medical directors have the 
satisfaction of knowing they have their own peculiar place 
in the hearts of their community. 

That, after all, is what every physician desires above all else, 
whether he has his own practice and little hospital or whether 
he tours the country with the first circus hospital, the “Florence 
Nightingale," as medical director of the enormous caravan 
which has come, to most people, to be the true exemplification 
of the word "circus," the distinctively American amusement.

THE BIG SHOW ARTISTS AND WORKERS 


For Strictly Speaking, Thats One Way of Classifying Them, But They АШ 
Work, Each In His Own Way, and All Live For The Greatest Show on Earth. 
Here Detailed Are How They Live, Where They Come From: And That 
Jumps From 8-Horse Drivers To The Lovely Girls Among The Stars 


VEN at this late day, when the big top of the Big Show— 
Ringling Bros and Barnum & Bailey—arches in an 
impressive sweep against the sky, there are good people 

who ask: "Isn't it a hard life?” 

They are the folks watching a thousand men building a canvas 
world in what might be called, comparatively speaking, a jiffy. 

Others, arriving eagerly, breathlessly, children in hand, see 
almost half a hundred tents blown into giant mushrooms since 
the dawn. They thread through the dense groups in the midway, 
pass into the great oval of the menagerie, drift with the crowds 
into that vast expanse, which is the big top, to view the afternoon 
show. Stunned by the concentric ellipses of slanting quarter 
poles, by the complex pendant tons of aerial rigging, by the 
seemingly limitless tiers of 
grandstand chairs, they halt 
and ejaculate: "How do they 
do it?” 

Still others, gazing at 
hundreds $f artists 
perfzcming in the five 
rings, the two stages and in 
the air above and 
roundabout, are almost awed 
уеп სიხ. See the 
hippodrome track also fil 
with acts and clown sallies. 
These patrons are bound to 
ask: “Where do these circus 
people come from and how 
do they live?" 

Now, these questions have 
been answered time and 
again in the country's daily 
newspapers, its magazines 
and by the personnel of the 
Jig Show, but it is surprising 
how few yet know these same 
answers. 

If you ask a circus 
workingman about the 
hardships of his life, he'll 
likely—if he is an oldtimer— 
snort: Hardships! 
Hardships with this show ! 
Nothing to that, at all, unless 
its around 100 degrees in the 
shade or the lot’s knee-deep in mud. Now, with the old Blank 
show, we had hardships. Why, I recall—" He'll be off on a 
grand yarn if you’ve time to listen and if he has leisure to tell it, 
which he has, after the “big thing’s up.” 

But, if anybody has a tough time around the Big Show, it 
should be the members of the many working departments, and 
the point I'm making is that hardly any of them will admit it;

in fact, it will not occur to them that theirs is a hard lot. 
eat the best three times daily and they eat all they want. "Their 
food's the same as the big boss eats, too, they'll add. What's 
more, every man jack of them has a berth in a show sleeping 
car on one of the four long circus railroad trains. They'll admit 
they work like blazes when they're on the job, but there's plenty 
of time to rest and nap during the day after the show's up. 
Then, too, the system of the Big Show—Ringling Bros and 
Barnum & Bailey Combined Circus—has eliminated many 
tough spots that must necessarily hamper the small circuses. 
The Big Show has man power in plenty, and it has the railroad 
car room to make for comfort. 

Early rising circus fans who meet the first section of the show 
trains in an exhibition stand, 
see the working forces in the 
sleepers attached to that train 
piling out at 3:30 A. M., and 
they are apt to overlook the 
fact that the majority of men 
aboard were able to turn in 
around 7 P. M., in the last 
town ; that is, if they were so 
inclined. Of course, the 
menagerie men, drivers of 
cages, pole-wagons and so 
on, who troupe on the first 
section, may not roll into 
their berths before the train 
leaves at 10:30 P. M., but 
they catch up in their sleep 
during the succeeding day. 
This also for the 
workingmen on the second,

third and fourth sections. 
The Big Show, with its 
trains rolling out of an 


exhibition stand at convenient 
intervals, is able to 
systematize its gigantic 
routine of heavy tasks with 
clock-like precision, so that 
every worker knows when 
and how to get his proper 
amount of sleep. 

How about the performers, 
you may ask ? 

Well, your performer with The Greatest Show on Earth may 
retire at any hour he or she wishes after the night performance 
is over or, rather, after he or she has bowed to the audience for 
the last time. Usually, the performers stop in cafes for a night 
lunch, if the way from the lot to the train lies through or near 
the business district of the city. That is generally the case, for 
not often do the cars lie near the lot. However, when they do, 
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many of the performers, as well as members of the business staff, 
go directly to the sleepers, where, in the suites of stars, families 
and executives, midnight feasts are prepared. You see, it's a 
long time from 5 P. M., dinner on the lot until midnight, and 
the troupers are almost always hungry after the night show. 
Those who do not care to eat on the cars and may not wish to 
make the long trip to town will likely get a snack in the lunch 
stand in the "backyard" of the show, which is the circus 
performers’ greenroom, Of course, there are many who will 
not think of eating again after the heavy circus dinner at 5 P. M., 
in the dining tent. There are circus performers who must watch 
their figures, too, you know, but not many. Their work takes 
fairly good care of that. 

When do they have to get up in the morning? 

When they jolly well please. 

Most of the staff and almost all the performers have their 
homes in the Pullmans of the fourth section. This train, which 
also carries the ring stock—that is, the horses used in the 
performance—and the elephants, all housed in circus Palace 
stock and elephant cars, leaves an exhibition stand around 
2 A. M., and generally arrives in the next day's town around 
8 ог 9 A. M. The artists may sleep as long as they wish, for 
they need not get on the lot before 1 P. M., and they have no 
other call to answer. Of course, most of them swarm out of 
their sleepers around 10 A. M., and make for town. They may 
breakfast in hotels and restaurants, or they may hurry to the 
lot to breakfast in the dining tent. It's entirely a matter of 
preference, and the show's steward, who supervises the serving 
of about 4500 meals daily, has no trouble in gauging his quota 
of meals. He knows from long experience about how many will 
go to town for breakfast. He knows distances and the locations 
of trains, the town's business district and the lot in every city 
from Bangor to San Diego. 

Of course, the above applies to one-day stands, for, when the 
show plays two-day, three-day and week stands, hundreds of the 
staff and the artists go to hotels. This is true of Sunday towns, 
too, for the circus always reaches its Monday stand on Sunday, 
and the personnel makes for hotels upon arrival. During the 
heat of mid-summer, the Sunday stands, with cooler hotel rooms 
and cooler bathtubs, are welcome. 

There are no bathtubs with the circus, either on the trains or 
on the lot. There are shower baths in the vestibuled ends of the 
sleepers, and on the lot are the time-honored bath buckets; for 
every performer, coming back to the dressing tents after his act 
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in the big top, goes for the bucket bath. It’s the one reliet on 
hot days, but hot or cold weather, the bucket bath functions, 
even in early spring and late fall. 

If you have ever watched the swift erection of the circus city 
on the lot, you may have wondered what was the use of the 
hundreds upon hundreds of buckets you saw unloaded. Well, 
that’s the answer—the bucket bath. Of course, there are 
buckets in the horse tents—everywhere. Over in the side show 
dressing rooms are still more. In the cookhouse, the band top, 
the wild west top, the other auxiliary tops, one finds more 
buckets. 

How about drinking water? Is that іп buckets? No. There 
are water coolers here and there around the show—in the 
dressing rooms, in the office wagons, on the front door, in the 
rest tents of the working departments, in the cookhouse and 
dining tents, in the sleepers. 

Have you ever been in the “backyard” of the Big Show? 

Anyone who has will tell you it is a glimpse of another world. 

It is and it isn’t, for life there is much like life everywhere 
in the big and little cities of the land. It is, however, the 
assembling spot for the people who compose the great displays 
in the performance.

go and get some food to put aboard the 


boat, so I went to Tavernier, just a few 
miles, got something to eat for my wife 
and myself, some rope, a flashlight and 
some batteries. Luck was, they were Eve- 
ready—fresh ones; I looked to make sure. 
I got back to the boat at 6:05. It was then 
blowing about 70 miles an hour. My wife 
cooked supper and the boys on the other 
two boats had supper with us. 

"By then it was sure enough blowing. 
'The boys went back to their boats and we 
waited for the worst to come. Which it did 
from 7 to 10. Black dark, the wind was 
about 100 miles an hour. At 7:40 the first 
boat went down. With the aid of the flash- 
light he made it to our boat and got aboard. 
At 8:10 the second boat went down. That 
man and his 13 year old son who was with 
him would not have made it if it hadn't 
been for the flashlight. 

"Remember the flashlight was burning 
steady in all that wind and rain. At 8:30 
my boat started to turn over. The man and 
his son left first; then the next man. My

wife, who had on a pair of pants, put the 
light in her pocket and jumped overboard. 
There was between 12 and 20 feet of water 
under us.

"Finally we all got to one big tree and 
hung there. I don't know how long we had 
been there when my wife said 'Honey, get 
the light out of my pocket', I asked her 
what light and she said the flashlight. It 
had been under water since 8:30. I got it 
and turned it on, never expecting it to 
burn, but those batteries were still good. 
We used the light for a signal in the hope 
of some one seeing it and picking us up. 
Some one did, and turned a spot light on 
us. We made our way then from where we 
were to them. It was then 12:45.

less gay, these parties, because of that 
supervision, but they follow the code. 

The girls of the show, and this goes 
for the young married ones, too, have no 
trouble holding their beauty. Their life 
is much easier than that of their sisters 
in what is left of the vaudeville and 
stage-show theatre. Circus girls have 
but two performances a day. They lead, 
of course, the healthiest lives possible ; 
they eat well regularly and sleep 
regularly. Their suites, staterooms and 
berths on the trains are cozy, and are 
made home-like with all sorts of feminine 
decorations. Curtains, drapes and 
pictures adorn them. The girls have time 
daily to patronize beauty shops, and there 
are portresses with the show who add to 
their income with this activity of the 
beauty ateliers. And circus girls, 
especially those with The Greatest Show 
on Earth, know how to dress. Many of 
them are in Europe in the winter, and 
return in the spring with all the Parisian 
angles. All of them shop a lot in New 
York in the spring during the Big Show 
engagement in Madison Square Garden, 
but that's not all. If a store in Tulsa has 
a smart model, the girls will spot it. One 
of them will grab it as sure as the sun 
sets. There are a lot of girls, you know 
—sixty in one aerial number, alone—and 
some of them are always shopping. The 
competition in smart ring, stage and 
aerial costumes is fierce, also. You will 
have noticed that if you have seen the 
Ringling Bros and Barnum & Bailey 
performance recently. Continental acts 
that have been remiss in regard to smart 
appearance in their work, frantically 
adopt the best the American girl 
performers wear, while the American 
lovelies lose not a day in adopting or 
adapting something that a new 
Continental star may bring from Paris or 
from middle Europe. For instance, a girl 
came to the show who knew costuming. 
She flashed some very attractive aerial 
ensembles in black and white and silver. 
She started an epidemic, but no two 
copied costumes were alike. The girls 
have imagination, a sense of color and 
line values. 

Where do the girls come from? That's 
been partly answered; in fact, wholly sc, 
but to recapitulate: They come from 
Europe, where they are invariably born 
of generations of circus performers. They 
come from China and Japan, and, there, 
too, they are from performing families, 
They join from the Argentine, from 
Mexico, from Australia, and, without 
exception, their families are circus people. 
The girls come from America, and,

How the People of The Big Show Eat, When and Where They Fat, and 
How Food is Made Ready for Them 


\VE you ever strolled around the 17 acres that once а 

year in your city sprout a magic growth—the vast 

tented city that is the Ringling Bros and Barnum & 
Bailey Combined Circus on the lot? 

Did уоп ever approach the cluster of large and small tents 
somewhere to the side or the rear of the layout and see a flag 
fluttering from a halyard on the largest tent bearing the 
lettering Hotel Ringling? Tf you got that far, you were 
hooked, for the Hotel Ringling is the cookhouse, dining and 
commissary department of The Greatest Show on Earth, and it 
is one of the most interesting spots on the circus grounds. 

This little city in itself is carried from town to town by the 
first of the four circus trains. It is a little city that moves on 
agons from the train to the lot and back again daily, and its 
goings and comings are most important to the 1,600 people 
with the Big Show, for it feeds them. It generally arrives in 
an exhibition stand before dawn, and, at 3:30 A. M., it is 
being unloaded from the 70-foot steel railroad cars that carry 
its wagons. In a very few minutes, these wagons are rolling 
toward the circus grounds, and, shortly after that, its tents are 
up, its chefs and helpers are busy at the ranges and steam 
tables, and the odor of steak and eges, bacon and eggs, good 
coffee, oranges or melons, is arising on the morning air. 
Elsewhere on the lot, the menagerie and draft horse tents, which 


Ww 


also arrived on the first train, are looming against the sky. 
Soon, the hundreds of workingmen, who drive the teams, raise 
the canvas and the men who have laid out the angles to which 
the big top and the rest of the 41 tents will conform, will be at 
table. They, with their bosses at a head table, have one-half 
of the dining tent; that is, they do, with the bosses and 
workingmen coming in on the three succeeding circus trains. 

'The other end of the dining tent is filled with tables for the 
staff and the performers. Checkered table cloths cover the 
tables on this side, but the workingmen's tables are not 
forgotten. They are covered with oilcloth. Paper napkins are 
the rule on both ends, which are separated by a canvas drape. 

Flanking this dining tent, in which 1.600 people are served 
three very palatable meals daily, is the kitchen. Here 74 chefs, 
helpers and waiters function. "There is also a dining tent, to 
one side of the kitchen, for the colored workingmen.  Thev, 
too, are served the same foods as all the rest, the general 
manager included. 

Maybe they're adding flapjacks to the menu this morning. 
If so you'll be fascinated, for the chefs will be tossing them so 
that they fairly fill the air above the ranges. But, if you don't 
like flapjacks, don’t worry—that is, if you wangle an invitation 
to breakfast. For every person with the Big Show has the 
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privilege of ordering. "There's a variety 
on every ment, be it breakfast, lunch or 
dinner. There are three kinds of meat, 
even at lunch, which is the lightest meal 
of the day. 


Maybe by this time the staff and 
performers are coming in groups, in 
families, in couples and singly into their 
end of the tent, the second, third and 
fourth sections of the circus trains having 
arrived. They all move to their assigned 
places at table, as every person has a 
permanent seat for the season. Of 
course, families are seated together, and 
so are acts, large or small. There are 
two staff tables. The side show people 
have tables to themselves, and a fairly 
successful attempt is made to place 
congenial people together. This will 
seem to be the case for anyone looking 
on, for there'll be much laughter, no little 
amount of kidding and a great deal of 
shop talk, naturally. 

Over here at a single girls’ table, 
there'll be talk about the smart stores in 
the city, and there'll be plans made to 
visit them before the matinee or between 
shows. Women at other tables will join 
in the discussion, and that may mean 
quite a break for local shops. 

At another table a group of flving act 
artists will be arguing over a new trick, 
and they'll agree to work it out at 
practice hour, which is after dinner, 
before the front doors are open for the 


night performances. There, riding act 
families will be discussing a horse that 
some local fancier wishes to show them. 


One is struck by this fact. Circus 
people, while cheerful and courteous at 
table, are not picnicking. They eat as 
though they were in their own homes, as 
they should, for they are in their own 
dining room. The waiters move among 
the tables in clean white jackets, and 
they are as attentive as the average 
waiter in a restaurant. They strive to 
please, for they are tipped at each 
week-end. Besides, they are carefully 
supervised. The steward of the show, 
who is boss of the entire Hotel Ringling, 
in always about seeing that all goes as it 
should, just as would a maitre de hotel. 

Everything that is in season is served. 
Chicken dinners are common. Melons, 
corn on the cob, all fresh vegetables. are 
on the menu, which, however, is not 
written out. The waiters reel it off, just 
as waitresses used to do in American 
plan hotels. 

It is surprising that everything is so 
clean, so fresh and that everything is so 
well cooked and well served—that is, it 
is surprising to one who does not know 
the Big Show. There is nothing on the 
Jig Show that is second rate, considering 
the fact that the whole vast layout will be 
a hundred miles or more away tomorrow. 

Sixteen hundred meals three times a 
day! Quite a lot of orders, that. 
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CHOCOLATE 


Here are some of the items on the 
steward's list for today: 
226 dozen eggs 
2,470 pounds of fresh meat 
2,220 loaves of bread 
285 pounds of butter 
30 gallons of milk 
1,800 pounds of fresh vegetables 
200 pounds of coffee and tea 
110 dozen oranges 
2 barrels of sugar 
36 bags of table salt 
50 bushels of potatoes 
3,600 ears of sweet corn 
350 pounds of salad 

Тһе Hotel Ringling steward also 
orders crates of fresh stuff for the 
menagerie animals—oranges, carrots, 
bananas and so on. 

All of his supplies are, of course, 
purchased locally, as is his coal and wood. 
Contracting agents, five or six weeks 
ahead of the show, look after much of 
this. The steward himself often leaps 
ahead into a city to buy up fresh stuff. 
There is never any dearth of good food 
in the Hotel Ringling. The last meal of 
the day is served from about 4:00 to 
5:30 P. M., for, after that, the hotel is 
razed, loaded into its wagons and is 
hauled to the runs, where it is again 
ramped up on the flat cars of the first 
section. 

Breakfast tomorrow will likely be 
served in another state, some 140 miles 
away.

A Circus Party Table, using a Circus Tent and Animals as a Centerpiece. 


NE of the most enchanting seasons of the year is circus 
time. It has a certain magic all its own that descends on 
both young and old, rich and poor, the moment it arrives. 

We thrill at the thought of seeing once again this enormous 
party which moves with such breath-taking speed. We 
remember the gigantic tents which emit pleasant odors ; sawdust, 
new hay, freshly roasted peanuts and animals. Our enthusiasm 
for the daring and glittering costumes, the magnificent wagons, 
resplendently bedecked with colored mirrors and weird gilt 
carvings is again stirred. 

We long for another look at the great red and blue rings 
filled with sawdust where the acrobats and clowns risk their 
necks for our amusement, and for a familiar tune played on that 
musical marvel, the calliope as it goes puffing and blowing 
around the giant big top. 

If such magnificence intrigues you, and I am certain that it 


does, why not give a circus party when you are next 
entertaining? Such parties are lots of fun, and quite simple 
to plan. 


4 Circus Party 


The fun of this party begins with the opening of the 
invitations. "These are written on crepe paper hats and mailed 
in large envelopes. They bid everyone to come in costume. 

То create a circus atmosphere, you must first concentrate on 
a tent. Alternate strips of orange and white crepe paper may 
be stretched from the height of the windows to the center of the 
ceiling. This makes a very realistic tent top; and, for the 
sides of the tent, use strips of white crepe paper. Cut pictures 
of animals of every size from old magazines and paste them

around the walls of the "tent." IL real 
circus posters are available, these may be 
used instead of the cutout pictures. Boxes 
may be used for "circus seats." On one 
side of the room erect a lemonade stand, 
and on a long bench place the boxes for 
the menagerie. 

If the party is held in a large barn or 
in a play room, a sawdust ring may be 
erected for the purpose of playing several 
games. The ring should be made of 
board about six inches high. Four long 
ones forming a square and filled with 
clean sawdust will do perfectly for the 
“ring.” 


The Menagerie.... 


Arrange a series of boxes on one side 
of the tent at convenient heights. These 
may be wood or cardboard with a peep 
hole at one side. They should be labeled 
“The Missing Link,” a link sausage; 
“The Great African Baboon,” the 
person’s own image reflected in a mirror 
at the bottom of the box; “The Sweetest 
Thing in the World,” a lump of sugar; 
“The Largest Hare in the World,” a 
single hair, and “The Silly Ewe,” 
another mirror trick. 


Games... 


The following are all good circus 
games: 


Stunts 


Place a narrow tape down the center 
of the room or ring, and let each person 
in turn walk the length of the tape while 
looking through the large end of opera 
glasses. Next, see who can throw an 
inflated balloon the farthest, and make 
the highest and longest jump while 
blindfolded. Next blindfold two persons, 
start them at opposite ends of either room 
or sawdust ring, and bid them find one 
another and shake hands. 


Balloon Tag 


Divide the players into two equal sides, 
separated by a cord stretched across the 
room at a height of four feet. Then let 
the leader toss a toy balloon between the 
opposing lines. The object of the game 
is for each group to try to keep the balloon 
on the other side of the cord by hitting 
it with their hands. Each side, as it 
succeeds in getting the balloon over, 
scores five. Continue playing this game 
until one side has a score of fifty points. 


Catching the Lion’s Tail 


One player becomes the “Lion.” The 
rest form a line with hands on one 
another’s shoulders. The object of the 


“lion” is to tag the last player in the 
line as it winds in and out. The other 
players, of course, try to prevent him 
from doing this. Should the last player 
be tagged, he then becomes the “lion,” 
and the original “lion” goes to the head 
of the line. Care should be taken not to 
break the line. 


Table Decorations 


The five-and-ten-cent stores carry 
such an assortment of circus novelties 
that it will not be difficult to make a 
selection with which to carry out this 
table decoration. A small tent is placed 
in the center of the dining table. Around 
the tent is strewn clean straw, sawdust 
or excelsior. Marching around this and 
down both ends of the table are animals 
of every description, elephants, lions, 
bears, ete. Small dolls and clowns are 
also a part of the decoration. Balloons, 
horns and other noisemakers complete 
the setting. While the guests are 
enjoying refreshments the “calliope” (a 
Victrola) may play a stirring march or 
two. 


Circus Menus and Recipes 


Anything that can be easily prepared 
and served quickly is proper food for 
this circus. 

Here are two good menus: 


Sandwiches cut with animal cutter 
Double ice cream cones 
Cookies in animal shapes 
Pink lemonade 


Chicken salad in paper cups 
Olives Pickles 
Jelly sandwiches 
Hot peanuts Stick candy 
Hot chocolate 


Circus Cookies 
1 cup shortening 
1 cup sugar 

eggs 

174 teaspoons vanilla 
2% cups flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
14 teaspoon salt 


Cream the shortening and sugar 
together. Add beaten eggs, vanilla. Sift 
flour, baking powder and salt together. 
Add to the first mixture. Blend 
thoroughly and place in the refrigerator 
to chill. When ready to use, roll out 
dough, and cut cookies with animal 
cutters. Arrange on cookie sheet and 
bake in a moderate oven about ten 
minutes. Do not allow to become too 
brown. This recipe makes four dozen 
good-sized cookies. They may be baked 
plain or decorated with nuts, raisins, etc., 
to make exciting animals.

one of those rare bits of Americana, an 
Indian medicine show, in 1916 when he 
was offered a contract with the 101 
Ranch, which was then featuring Buffalo 
Bill Cody. He accepted. 

After several years of the wild west, 
the cornfed cornetist, yearning for more 
worlds to wave his baton over, accepted a 


commission as leader of the band of the 
International Circus, a European winter 
favorite. 

In 1919, he came to Ringling Bros, 
recognized as the finest director afloat in 
the world of circus music, and amply 
qualified to direct the tuneful destinies of 
the Greatest Show on Earth. 


Tt has been said that Merle Evans, 
poised lightly before his 25 musicians, 
one eye on the score, one eye on the 
performance, holds the pulse of the entire 
show in his hand. Everyone of the seven 
acts appearing simultaneously on the 
stages, in the rings—or above them— 
depends upon him for their cues. In 
every instance the success of the act, and 
in many, the lives of the performers, 
depend upon him. 


These are responsibilities to which 


Merle Evans has become accustomed. 
The circus has faith in him and he has 
faith in himself. So far both have been 
justified. 

Not the least of a circus bandmaster's 
tasks is the arranging of the musical 
program 10L the performance. The 
nature and tempo of each act must be 
considered, and a dozen minor details of 
a technical nature each have a bearing 
upon the arrangement. Each changing 
act demands a change in the musical 
background, vet the entire program must 
be blended into a smooth breakless unit. 


To assist him in this gigantic task, 
Merle Evans has assembled a library of 
music, gathered from the far ends of the 
earth. Valued at over $10,000, this 
library is one of the most representative 
private collections in existence. 

From this library, he emerged each 
spring with a two and one-half hour 
program, welded into a unit, and needing 
only final refining touches before it is 
ready for use. 

A few days prior to the annual spring 
opening in Madison Square Garden in 
New York, the members of the circus 
band gather for a brief 
rehearsals. Each а talented 
accomplished musician, the bandsmen 
speedily master the new routine.

Probably the most important part of 
these rehearsals is devoted to mastery of 
the cues for the various acts. In last 
year's program there were 160 of these 
musical cues, each one a "go" signal for 
the thrilling climax of some circus stunt. 
They are of supreme importance. 

The circus band, for obvious reasons, 
is largely brass, with clarinets, trombones, 
cornets, saxophones and French horns, 
Drums play an

important part, 
accentuation of the more breath-taking of 
the big top pertormances. 

Circus music must be tumultuous, 
exciting—1must build up to magnificent 
climaxes, pass them and continue until 
the program's end without a break. It's 
an exacting business, any circus musician 
will tell you. 

Merle Evans, now in his 19th season 
beneath the big top—19 seasons without 
missing a single performance—agrees. 
It can be tough, when the rains pour 
down and the lot is knee deep in mud, 
when a frigid spring wind roars through 
the tent, or when the fires of hell shine 
from the  midwest's 
heavens.

People are always asking that. They are astounded when 
they learn that the Big Show plays mostly one-day stands, 
moving at night to the next city or town. The stands played 
longer than one day are: New York, a month; Boston, a week; 
Brooklyn, a week; Philadelphia, a week; Washington, three 
days; Baltimore, two days; Cleveland, two days; Pittsburgh, 
two days; Detroit, three days; Chicago, nine days, with the big 
top, menagerie and side show tents up on the turf alongside 
Soldier Field stadium; St. Louis, two days; Denver, two days; 
Los Angeles, a week; Seattle, two days; Houston, two day 
New Orleans, two days, and Miami, two days. The show 
alternates each year its closing stand, with Tampa and Miami 
taking turns, depending, for this booking, however, on local 
conditions. 

Such cities as Buffalo, Cincinnati, Columbus, Indianapolis, 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, Salt Lake City, Omaha, Atlanta, 
Birmingham and San Antonio are one-day stands. Dallas was 
played two days last season. Kansas City has been a two-day 
stand, and it may be again. These are all corking good circus 
towns, but the Big Show can play to over thirty thousand people 
at a matinee and a night performance in a single day, and that, 
good people, is a lot of patrons, even for a city of 300,000 
population. 

How can the show load and move its mountains of equipment, 
give two performances daily, without missing cities entirely 
here and there? 

The Big Show never misses. It can jump two hundred and 
sixty miles a night and be on time with its matinee. The answer 
is—system, with man power, horsepower, motor power and its 
four great, steel railroad trains of 100 double-length cars. Of 
course, these would not suffice were it not for chiefs, department 


, 


lieads, bosses and expert workingmen who know their business 
and their show inside out. Think of it! Forty-one tents, large 
and small, are torn down at night; 1,600 people and 2,000 
animals have been at home in them and working in them all 
day; 267 great baggage wagons have been unloaded and now 
loaded again; 16,000 chairs and seats, with tons of jacks, 
stringers and planks have been erected and torn down; a 
veritable forest of rigging has been hoisted and lowered ; seven 
rings and stages have been erected and demolished; dressing 


tents, side shows, horse tents, cookhouse and dining tents have 
been filled with paraphernalia all day and now loaded once 
more—all this rolls off the lot in wagons by midnight, and 
at 12:30 A. M. one can comb that 17 acre lot and find not 
a lost or misplaced article. System, of course. 

But, primarily, the Big Show makes time through the fact 
of its hugeness. That hugeness requires four trains. The 
first train leaves town at 10:30 nightly, bearing the cookhouse 
and dining tents and equipment, which is loaded around 
7 P. M, following the evening meal; the draft horse tents, 
torn down before dusk, and the menagerie, which is torn down, 
almost as four, six and eight-horse teams yank cages from 
beneath its canvas. Аз soon as it is loaded on the train in 
its wagons, that train—the first section, or “flying squadron” 
—is ready to ramble over the rails to tomorrow’s stand. At 
10:30 P. M., it is moving out of the yards. 

The second and third trains, each, as does the first, carrying 
sleepers and horse cars for the men and animals working those 
sections, roll out of town around 1 A. M., with the big top, 
dressing rooms, side show, auxiliary tents, seats, poles, rigging, 
baggage—all loaded on wagons and ramped upon flat cars. 
Side show people and some minor staff people ride in the 
Pullmans on the third section, but the staff, proper, and the 
performers ride on the fourth section, which leaves town 
around 2 A. M., carrying also the ring stock and elephants

Perhaps it is because sometimes 
at night, when the air is soft and the 
band is playing, and the moon is hanging 
low over the uneven ridges of the big 
top, the lowliest workman may halt in 
his labors and feel the same emotions 
which throb in the heart of the most 
highly paid performer. 

For in the circus, life is not gauged 
by money. It is not measured by position, 
not by plaudits or applause. Its caliber 
lies in what one gives to the circus and 
what the circus gives in return—the man 
who drives the stake and the man who 
turns the triple somersault have 
something -in common. 

“This is mine. It is my world. I work 
for it and it works for me. It lives 
because of my effort. It gives me my 
existence, my happiness, my comfort, 
my shelter. Can I give it less than my 
love?”

doing a common, single trapeze number! There are sixteen 
Chinese now with the Big Show, several of them young and 
pretty women, who can do stunning trapeze acts, but there is not 
a place for them in the Big Show's fast aerial company, so they 
remain in their own family novelty offering. And so it very 
often goes—acts that look great with smaller shows, in theatres 
and with the European permanent circuses, simply cannot 
qualify in a performance presented by 800 outstanding artists of 
the entire world. Only the pre-eminent stars of foreign lands 
come under the colors of the Ringling Bros and Barnum & 
Bailey circus. 

Each winter the Big Show's director of personnel visits every 
European country in quest of new feature acts. Не seldom 
finds the acts he wants on the lists sent back by the show's 
Continental agents. Of course, he has looked again and again 
at the acts working in the top spots of Europe, and many of 
them he has brought back to the Big Show. Tk- thers, because 
of some lack of personableness or showmanship, he has been 
forced to decline. Now, he finds acts in the out of the way places

But the quest is ever on. It takes a lot of doing to keep The 
Greatest Show on Earth up to its title.

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Beauty and Fashion Get Together

ec ARMONY of Make-up and 

Costume" is the interesting subject 

occupying the attention of smart 
women today. It seems amazing that both 
costume and make-up were in existence a 
long while before anyone thought of 
establishing harmony between them. Dress 
design, of course, is a very ancient art. 
Natural looking make-up is a very recent 
art. And harmonizing costume and make-up 
is a modern development. 

'The beginning of make-up art in America 
was quite as crude as some of the early 
attempts at dress design. Thirty years ago, 
the average house-wife had little opportunity 
to study costume design. Patterns were 
distributed by mail. Families were larger 
than today, the choice in ready-made dresses 
was limited, even in the largest department 
stores. So dress design was mainly in the 
hands of amateurs. 

Neither was there any artistic make-up 
as we know it. It is true, make-up was 
then in use on the stage, and was beginning 
to reach out into social life. But stage make- 
up always is extremely artificial. "Thus 
make-up for street wear was handicapped 
by having its beginning in the theatre. A 
natural-appearing make-up for every day 
social life was not even dreamed of then. 
But neither did they have stream-line cars, 
chiffon hose nor any of the countless 
beautiful things we now enjoy. Everything 
was crude. Take rouze, for example, which 
is the keynote of ma'ze-up. In the bezinning 
it was а flat, unmo‘lified red—with no power 
to change on the skin—no subtle undertones 
nor overtones to give natural appearance. 
Even the word “rouge” is, as you know, 
merely the French for red. 

Now, believe it or not, the earliest rouge 
deserved the name "red." It was a single 
tone, unqualified ; it had no power to change 
when applied—it was, in truth, as raw as old- 
fashioned plush upholstery. This early 
rouge, so crude and unrelated to flesh tints, 
gave the wearer a hectic, bedizened look. 
It also made the unrouged parts of the face 
jaundiced by contrast. To remedy this, the 
women covered their faces with a ghostly 
white powder made of either chalk or starch. 
We know that the lightest human skin is 
far from white. Naturally, the chalk powder 
gave an artificial look. The reputation of 
make-up—and of its users—suffered 
accordingly. Make-up, as it stood then, had 
few friends and hardly deserved to have 
any. 

I have given you this bit of ancient history 
merely to emphasize the contrast with make- 
up of today. Make-up is now a delicate art. 
When applied to the skin—it blends and 
modulates, duplicating nature's rosy cheek. 
The word “paint” is seldom heard any more. 

One of the first improvements in rouge 
was an evolution from one shade to three 
or four. Manufacturers spent many 
advertising dollars trying to show women 


which one of two or three shades fitted their 
type. I remember color advertisements 
showing girls of different complexion types 
which attempted to show the exact shade of 
rouge considered suitable for each. But the 
actual results were often far from 
satisfactory. There are so many slight 
variations of type that a flat, unchanging 
color could not possibly be made to suit all. 
So the idea of matching types with rouge 
shades was eventually given up. The real 
problem—a rouge that would blend naturally 
with any complexion—was finally solved. 

Flat, single color-tones have been 
abandoned. A duo-tone process has given 
us compound shades to harmonize with both 
flesh and costume at once. There is an 
undertone which changes when applied to 
the skin, and so matches each individual 
complexion type. The overtone—that is the 
dominant color of each shade—can be chosen 
to harmonize with any color in a costume. 

The fashion-wise were quick to recognize 
the fitness of a vivid rouge with sports 
costume, the harmony of a medium—soft- 
toned rouge with pastel frocks, and the 
romantic effect of a deeper, richer shade 
with dark ensembles. 

Al this of great importance to the 
costume designer. Experience has proved to 
me that make-up should provide a color 
harmony with costume, more oíten than a 
color contrast. I saw a striking illustration 
of this fact quite recently. A very beautiful 
woman wearing an ensemble of deep wine 
red was also wearing the lightest orange 
lip rouge. The lip rouge shade was very 
detrimental to. her otherwise períect 
appearance. A medium, or even dark shade 
would have been harmonious. 

Face powder now comes in natural shades 
and in softer textures than in former times. 
Chalky and starchy powder are fast 
disappearing. Almond base is used to provide 
a softer, more velvety powder. The result 
is that women can now beautify the face 
without looking powdered. That is most 
important. A common mistake with women 
is to form a liking for a powder shade not 
really becoming to them. There are still 
any number of women who insist on falling 
head first into the flour barrel in spit of 
the charming rose and ivory tints now 
available in powders. Women should realize 
that skin is not white. Many golden blends 
have a fascinating honey and amber skin 
tone . . . the beauty of which is lost in a 
pink-and-white make-up. Often an ochre 
shade powder will bring out the full natural 
loveliness of such a complexion tone. Very 
often the dark-haired girl with fair skin is 
an ideal subject for the pink-and-white 
make-up. It is to prevent women getting 
into a rut with the wrong make-up that I 
always advise—have at least two or three 
shades of rouge and powder—choose your 
day's make-up to suit your costume and the 
occasion.

in stock and elephant cars. There are 
no circus flat cars on the fourth section. 
It carries over a quarter of a mile of 
Pullmans. 

The time saving device is that of train 
dispatching. The first section is well 
on its way to the next town before the 
big show performance is over in today’s 
stand. Often it arrives in the next stand 
before the last of the trains has left the 
preceding town. Now and then, the first 
section will arrive in the next town, 
unload and have its cookhouse and dining 
tents in operation, its horse tents and 
menagerie up before the fourth section 
is out of yesterday’s town. But that’s 
nothing. The physical show is on the 
first, second and third sections. If the 
third gets in by noon, the matinee will 
be on time. The fourth will make the 
grade if it is delayed even until 1:30 
P. М., in arrival. But, ordinarily the 
whole show is in town by 8 A. M., often 
earlier, as the average Big Show jump 
is 100 miles.
